THE TREATY,

Whereas differences have arisen concerning the
fnterpretation of Article I of the Convention
of October 20 1818; the United Ststes of
America, and Her Mojesty the Queen of the
United Kingdom of Great Britain aud  Ire-
I#ud, belng muotuslly desizous of removing all
enuses of misunderstonding n relation thereto,
and of promoting friendly intercourse and good
neighborhood between the United States and
the possessions of Her Majosty In North America,
bave resolved to conclude o treaty to that end,

Thomas F. Baynred, Scoretary of State; William L.
